SPINACH BEET. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Garden Correspondent 
says: 
Seeds of this useful, but second-rate, 
vegetable may now be sown in drills two 
inches deep and a foot apart. This crop, 
sown now, may be early or it may prove 
late, according to weather ahead, but we 
have usually found the first week in July 
a good medium time. Still, much 
depends on the locality for sowing seeds 
of Spinach Beet, which is certainly not 
a Spinach, nor of near approach to it, 
for its valuable medicinal qualities.

trom a decision of Mr. Justice Sullivan and 
Mr, Justice O'Byrne on appeal from an order 
of Cireuit Court Judge McElligott in favour 
of the plaintiff, made at Listowel, the case 
having been remitted to the Circuit Court 
for trial by Mr. Justice Meredith. 

The plaintiff, Mr. James Clarke, vintner 
and commission agent, Ballybunion, Co. 
Kerry, sued Mr. James Crowley, T.D., 


Listowel, to recover £160, allegél to have. 


been received by the defendant for the use of 


The proceedings arose in connection with 
the collection of subscriptions to the Internal 
Loan of Dail Eireann in the Ballybunion 
area. Judge McElligott had given a decree, 
on summary summons, for £160, the amount 
claimed, with costs; and on appeal from 
that order Mr. Justice Sullivan and Mr. 
Justice O’Byrne set. the order aside. 

The main question in the case was 
whether, in the circumstances disclosed in 
evidence, the defendant had _ received the 
money as trustee,. and as such was liable 
for payment of it to the plaintiff. In his 
evidence the defendant had stated that he 
had been receiving. a good deal of money 
with regard to subscriptions in the matter, 
and the only explanation he could give of 
the £160 was that it might have got mixed 
up with money collected from other: areas 
than the Ballybunion district, of which the 
plaintiff was collector. He said that he put 
all the money he received for the Loan into 
the bank, and he admitted having received 
£559 from Miss Clarke, plaintiff's daughter, 
for which he gave her a receipt, and he 
lodgéd it in the bank to his account. 

In support of the appeal it was contended 
that the defendant received the money, re- 
presenting the subscriptions of the Bally- 
bunion Club, to be invested in the loan, as 
trustee for North Kerry, and that he was, 
theretore, liable for it as a trustee.

TRUSTEE FOR NORTH KERRY. 

Continuing his opening argument, Mr. 
Moloney pointed out that the plaintiff was 
the treasuref with — to the collection of 
subscriptioys for the Dail Loan in the Bally- 
bunion =. The defendant was a trustee 
for the /North Kerry area, and all the 
collectors were volunteers and not paid agents. 
He also referred to the necessity, owing to 
the state of affairs then -existang in the 
country, to keep the transactions in this 
matter as secret as possible, and said that 
once their lordships were satisfied that a 
fiduciary relation existed between the parties 
in the case, their mistake did not alter the 
terms of relationship. He submitted that, 
in the circumstances, it. was the business of 
the defendant to examine the accounts of the 
money that had been paid, as appearing in 
the lists, and then hand over that amount 
and retain the balance on the assumption 
that it must be his own. The judge had 
found against him on the question of fact, 
and,. therefore, he thought their lordships 
must assume that he did receive the whole 
money. The defendant had denied that he 
was a trustee, and relied upon the fact that 
he was an ordinary commercial agent. 

Counsel cited cases bearing upon the sub- 
ject, and submitted that on the authority of 
a judgment in the House of Lords the de- 
fendant in this case was bound to apply the 
money when he got it into his hands for the 
purpose for which he received it, in accord- 
ance with his position as trustee for North 
Kerry. 

Subsequently he pointed out that there was 
no evidence to show that he ever sent any 
of this money collected in the area to Dublin.

MAN WHO SAVED £2,000 IN 


AMERICA. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

An action brought by Edward Crowley, a 
farmer, of Shroughavadda, Kilmoganny, Co. 
Kilkenny, against Mrs, Mary Whelan, of 
Kilmoganny, was heard. 

The plaintiff, claiming to be legatee under 
the last will, dated 20th November, 1925, of 
John Whelan, late of Kilmoganny, who died 
on the 22nd August, 1927, sought to have 
the grant of letters of administration of the 
personal estate of the deceased man, obtained 
by the defendant, revoked, and to have det- 
ters of administration, with the will annexed, 
granted to him as executor under the will. 

The defendant, in her defence, contested 
the will on the-usual statutory grounds, and 
pleaded further that the deceased man died 
intestate, leaving her, his lawful widow, sur- 
viving, and that letters of administration 
intestate were validly granted to her. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., and Mr, M. J. Connolly 
{instructed by Mr. Patrick Davin) appeared 
for the plaintiff; and Mr. Paul MeCarthy 
(instructed by Messrs, Dobbyn and McCoy) 
for the defendant. 

Opening the case for the plaintiff, Mr. 
Lynch said that the deceased, John Whelan, 
who was 86 years of age, had been in 
America for nearly 40. years, and came home 
with about £2,000 saved. He apparently 
lived in the house. of a lady who hed a sho 
in Kilmoganny, and on the 12th May, 1924, 
he got married to a lady who, counsel un- 
derstood, had been a dressmaker, and the 
deceased man and his wife lived together 
until he died. Shortly after his marriage he 
had practically rebuilt, at a cost of about 
£200, the house in which his wife was living. 
There were three wills of the testator in 
existence, and how these letters of adminis- 
tration happened to be given to the widow 
was that when John Whelan died the solicitor 
who had made the last will was under the 
impression that he had given it to the 
testator, and that it must have been de- 
stroyed, because no trace of it could be 
found, aml the ‘widow extracted letters’ of 
administration.

MEDICINAL PROPERTIES. 

A remarkable. statement on the medicinal 
properties of Carrigeén moss was made in 
the Dail recently by Dr. White, T.D. He 
said: “ An important product of the sea, 
which costs nothing to: grow, as nature pro- 
vides it, is Carrigeen moss. In my own 
sphere I use Carrigeen moss, and I find it 
excellent for pulmonary troubles, winter 
coughs, chronic bronchitis, and even pul: 
monary tuberculosis. It is largely an un- 
known plant, but when properly cooked and 
tastily served it is far and away. better than 
any blanc mange or cornflour. T. would sug- 
gest that Carrigeen moss should be adver- 
tised, and that the medicinal properties it 
possesses should be made known tod the 
people. I also think, that there is a great 
opening for an. export trade in Carrigeen 
moss. At least one Trish chemist is making 
products from it. We all know that in the 
sea there are a multitude of metals and other . 
chemical bodies in solution, and in -Carrigeéen 
moss there are a great many different metals 
and chemical bodies which, from .a medicinal 
point of view, form a very valuable food.” 


FATAL FALL FROM A 
WINDOW; 


MAN CAUGHT ON SPIKED 
RAILINGS. '

JUNE’S WEATHER.

RECORD OF TEMPERATURE 
AND RAINFALL. 


The Meteorological Register at the Ordnance 
Survey Office, Phoenix Park, Dublin, shows 
that during the month of June, 1930, the 
maximum barometer was 30.341 degrees, the 
minimum 29.601, and the mean 29.977 degrees. 
The highest barometer was on the seventh of 
the month at 10 p.m., when the wind was 
calm, and the lowest on the 30th at 10 p.m., 
when the wind was south. 

The maximum temperature in the air was 
73 degrees, the minimum 38.2, and the mean 
56.3 degrees. On the grass the temperature 
was 36 degrees, and the minimum on the 
grass was not below 30 degrees on any night 
of the month, The warmest day was 
the fourth, and the coldest night that of the 
thirteenth. 

The total amount of sunshine was 251.1 
hours, the most being 15.3 on the thirteenth. 

Rainfall amounted to 1.72 inches. Rain or 
snow fell on twelve days, and the greatest 
rainfall in twenty-four Goad was .39 of an 
inch on the twenty-first of the month.

Sir Arthur Conan Doyle died at Crow- - The Green 


borough, yesterday morning, after a long 
illness. 

Born on May 22nd, 1859, the late Sir 
Arthur came ‘of a family of artists. He 
was the eldest son of Charles. Doyle and 
grandson of John Doyle, the famous 
political caricaturist, known as \* H, B, ”’ 
(1797-1863). whose “' Political Sketches ”’ 
took London by storm in the days of Lord 
Grey and Lord Melbourne, The four sons 
of “H. B. ” all made names for them- 
selves. James wrote “The Official 
Baronage of England,” Henry was 
manager of the National Gallery in 
Dublin, Richard was a famous contributor 
to Punch, and Charles, the ‘youngest, 
the father of Sir Arthur, held a Govern- 
ment poSt in Edinburgh. 

Charles Doyle married a daughter of 
William Foley, a doctor of Trinity College, 
Dublin, whose wife was Katherine. Pack, 
kinswoman of Sir. Denis. who Jed the 
Seottish Brigade at Waterloo. 

The boy, Arthur, ‘received a generous 
education, Some of his earlier years were 
passed at Stonyhurst College; at a later 
date he pursued his studies in Germany, 
and finally he proceeded to Edinburgh 
University, where, while plodding through 
his Arts course, he developed a strong in- 
terest in medical science. The acquisition 
of miscellaneous scientific information had 
long been his pet hobby, but now this 
somewhat indefinite taste was turned to 
practieal account, and he addressed him- 
self with good-will-to the business ' of 
mastering the profession he had chosen. 

Having studied for a time under Mr. U 
Joseph Bell, a well-known member of the saga 
Edinburgh Medical School—from’ whom 
he afterwards drew the character of 
Sherlock Holmes—he graduated M.B. in 
1881, obtaining his M.D. diploma four

SHERLOCK HOLMCS.

Ldible Sea Plants. 


During a holiday on the coast of 
Donegal, writes a correspondent, | have 
been sampling some of the various sea- 
plants which are commenly used as food. 
One of the best known of these is dulse, or 
“ dilsk,” of which large quantities are 
offered for sale at the local fairs. Dulse 
is eaten raw, not as a regular meal, but 
from time to time, according to inclina- 
tion. It has a pleasant taste, but it is 
advisable to make sure that what you are 
getting is quite clean, Another uncooked 
sea-plant, which is more attractive than 


dulse, is a kind of stalk about the length | 


and thickness of a lead-pencil, known 
locally as ‘‘ doolamon.’’ I have never 
heard any other name for this plant, but 
it is much prized, and very difficult to 
procure, as it grows on rocks which are 
only accessible at neap-tide. The objec- 
tion urged against the consumption of 
these plants is that they promote thirss, 
but there are, doubtless, many to whom 
this would net prove a deterrent. 


Sloke and Carrageen Moss. 


The two varieties. of sea-plants which 
are eaten cooked are sloke and carrageen 
moss. Sloke, which sometimes NEAD on 
high-class menus, is eaten either by itselí 
or as an adjunct to roast mutton. 'There is 
still a considerable trade done in carra- 
geen moss in Donegal, The moss, a small, 
tough, irregular plant, after having been 
extricated from the sea-weed with which 
it is usually mixed, is laid out to bleach 
in the sun. When boiled in new milk it 
forms a jelly, like blanc-mange, which was 
formerly considered very good for invalids. 
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The Highway Act. 


A good deal has been said about the 
lack of public spirit shown by the man 
who ruthlessly cuts down his trees, and 
so spoils the picturesque aspect of the 
countryside. 

In England there seems to be another 
side to the question; there, an act known 
as the Highway Act forbids a man to 
plant “ bushes, trees or shrubs in his 
garden or fields, or even im a cart or 
carriage drive, at a distance less than 
fifteen feet from the centre of the public 
road.” Recently a surveyor summoned a 
man for planting some Lombardy 
poplars nearer to the road than the pre- 
scribed distance. He was ordered by the 
surveyor to dig up his trees and to plant 
them further back ; this he refused to do. 

The case was tried at the Petty Sessions, 
and the offender pointed out a few things 
of interest. He reminded,the Bench that 
Lombardy poplars would not spread or 
overhang the road—that, in tact, the 
Forestry Commission had recommended 
the planting of such trees beside main 
roads, He insisted that if the terms of 
that Act were to be enforced, every other 
bush and tree in Devonshire must be up- 
rooted and set further from the road,

| “HE London bankers’ resolution, advo- 
cating urgent measures for the pro- 
motion of inter-imperial trade and the 
imposition of duties. on all imports from 
countries outside the British Empire, has 
been hailed with satisfaction by leaders of 
industry in the North. The vision of all 
units of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations combininig for mutual assistance 
and encouragement appeals to the 
imagination as well as to common-sense. 

Under such an agreement ‘‘ dumping 
would cease, and the keen competition by 
Continental nations in agricultural and 
dairy produce would be greatly lessened 
in our cross-Channel markets. The Irish 
farmer would have reason to rejoice; for 
the long-continued depression would be 
lifted from the countryside, and our 
youths and maidens no longer would 
require to cross the Atlantic in search of 


work and bread. eee 
‘Another important consideration is that 


for all practical purpdéses the unnatural 
border which divides the North from the 
South would disappear, and people would 
be able to visit all parts of the country 
without encountering irritating restric- 
tions, while the volume of trade between 
the two States would be increased. The 
great British market for butter, eggs, 
live-stock and potatoes could be captured 
by the Irish farmer, while the linen in- 
dustry would be revived, and waning tex- 
tiles generally would gain a new lease of 


life. 
JULY DEMONSTRATIONS. 


The Orange Order at present holds the 
stage in the Northern Province, and the 
curtain will rise on the annual demonstra- 
tions next Saturday.

TAYLOR ART SCHOLAR- 
SHIPS AND PRIZES. 


The annual adjudication of works sub- 
mitted in competition for the scholarships and 
prizes offered under the Taylor Bequest for 
the promotion of Fine Arts in treland was 
held at the Royal Dublin Society's head- 
quarters, Ballsbridge, yesterday. 

The judges were :—Mr. R. Caulfeild Orpen, 
R.H.A. (appointed by the Governors of the 
National Gallery of Ireland), Mr. Leo 
Whelan, R.H.A. (appointed by the Royal 
Hibernian Academy), and Mr. Albert G. 
Power, R.H.A. (appointed by the Royal 
Dublin Society). . 

A sum of £130 arising out of the bequest 
of the late Captain George Archibald Taylor 
and £10 voted by the Royal Dublin Society 
out of the California Fund (instituted by the 
late William Smith O’Brien in 1858) were 
offered in competition at the «hibition as 
follows :— 

Scholarships—£50 offered in Class 1, £50 
offered in Class 2. Prizes—£20 offered in 
either Class 1 or Class 2; £10 offered in Class 
3, and £10 offered in Class 4. 

THE CLASSES. 

Candidates were required to submit a work 
in the following classes :— 

Class 1—Painting. A composition or sub- 
ject picture, in oil or water-colour, size not 
reps than 36 x 28, and not smaller than 
24 x 16 inches. Subjects: (a) 
ainters, ‘“‘The Connoisseur ”’ ; 
aosa painters, “ A Little Town.'' 

Class 2— Modelling. A statuette not ex- 
ceeding 36 inches in extreme height. Subject, 
“ Onegus, son of Dagda.” Bach exhibitor in 
this class was also required to submit a 
study of a head, life size, in basso relievo. 

Class 3—Water-colours. Work not larger 
than 20 x 24 inches, and not smaller than 
24 x 18. Subjects: figure painters—“ All 
Hallows Eve ”; landscape _painters— 
** Noon.’ 

Class 4—Optional. In this class the 
selection of the subject in Art was left en- 
tirely open to the student. , 

Thirty-two works were submitted for ad- 
judication, one of which was disqualified 
for non-compliance with the rules. 

THE JUDGES’ RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The followinc recommendations were made 
unanimously by the judges:—‘‘ That the 
Scholarship uí £50 im Class 1 be awarded to 
the painter of No. 22 (Frances Josephine 
Kelly, a student at the Metropolitan School 
of Art, Dublin), and in the same class a 
prize of £10 to the painter of No. 25 (Ena 
Kathleen Douglas, a student at the Metre- 


0 to the painter of No. 26 (Mary Fanning 
Macuire, a student at the Metropolitan 
School of Art, Dublin), and a prize of £5 to 
the painter of No. 47 (Seán Brendan 
McManus, a student at the Metropolitan 
School of Art, Dublin). 

“ That the Scholarship of £50 in Class 2 
be awarded to the modeller of No. 42 (Rosa- 
leen Brigid O’Brien, a student at the Metro- 
politan School of Art,@Dublin); a prize of

Why should we not, I plead, declare boldly 
for an Irish Zollverein—so organised and 
adjusted as to harmonise with the economic 
development of the British Commonwealth— 
as the ultimate objective to be worked for? 

Is such an objective unattainable? If we 
examine the political situation as it now 
stands, such a development would seem to be 
within the sphere’ of practical politics. 
Northern Ireland, harassed on one side by the 
vagaries of British political parties—not 
knowing what any British general election 
may produce—and on the other side by an 
economic frontier which goes far to block 
access to her Irish markets, is quite obviously 
far from happy about her future. No longer 
her benevolent nurse, Westminster is becom- 
ing her nightmare—fixing her taxes arbitrarily 
to suit British conditions, and exercising 

sporadic and wayward authority in the 
management of many of her vital adminis- 
trative services. Why should we not recog- 
nise that it is this external and unsympathetic 
control of Northern fTreland’s services— 
Customs and: Excise and Post Office—that 
makes conference and agreement between the 
sister [msh States a practical impossibility ? 

Why should we not, then, boldly propose 
that Northern Ireland should seek to me 
a Dominion—as free to control her own poli- 
tical and economic affairs as the Saorstat is 
to-day’? What has Northern Ireland or the 
Saorstat or Great Britain or the British 
Commonwealth of Nations to lose by such a 
development? As a Dominion she would be 
absolutely free, as and when she might so 
desire, to negotiate an all-Ireland Zollverein, 
to participate in the promotion of Empire 
free trade, or to take any other course that 
she might consider to offer the best prospects 
for her linen and shipbuilding and agricul- 
tural industries. 

Were some agreement ultimately reached— 
as the outcome of free and untrammelled 
negotia‘ions between Dublin and -Belfast— 
which would permi‘ the abandonment of the 
Customs frontier, is it not reasonably certain 
that the same agreement would provide for a 
far-reaching scheme of preferential trading 
with Great: itain? Quite apart from the 
prospects of Empire Free Trade, would not 
such preferential arrangements be as clearly 
in the interests of the Saorstat farmer as of 
the Belfast artisan? Is there, indeed, any 
other practical alternative to the perpetua- 
tion of the only land Ggstoms frontier which 
lies to-day within the orbit of any political 
system in the world? Would the shana: 
ment of Saorstat protective duties mean the 
abandonment of the frontier? Surely rot. 
The collection of taxes on whiskey, tea and 
other taxable imports would still require the 
hne of Customs posits. It is a clear case 
of “all or nothing’’—of an all-Ireland 
Zolivesem or the continuance of the Customs 
barrier. 

No doubt, various groups of critics may 
offer many and conflicting objections to such 
a development. Some politicians may say 
that Ireland is one and indivisible, and that 
the political recalcitrants of Belfast must be 
leit to stew in their own juice until bitter 
experience forces them to seek entrance to the 
Saorstat. To such my reply is that it is our 
business as Irishmen to seek to exalt, 
rather than to humiliate, every responsible 
section of our fellow-countrymen; and that 
the only peaceful and practical line of ad- 
vance towards ultimate Irish unity now lies 
in the direction of placing the two States mn 
a position of political equality. 

On the other hand, some architects of 
Northern Ilreland’s political system will, 
doubtless, feel bound to defend the present 
pariamentary and administrative relation- 
ships with Westminister on the grounds that 
it marks their position as “the Imperial 
Provincé.'” To such objectors the reply, I 
think, is that there is in fact no such identaty 
of economic interest, and that the experience 
of the Saorstat has proven the capacity of 
even twenty-six counties to establish their 
position as a stable economic and financial 
unit im the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. P-:lamentary representation at 
Westminister is an expedient which neither 
helps Northe-n Ireland nor fits conveniently 
into the theory and practice of British Com- 
monwealth development. 

While endowing the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland with imcreased authority, 
and so imcreasing the prestige of her Govern 
ment, Dominion status would leave her as 
free as she is to-day to organise and control 
her own educational and other public ser 
vices. Only with her own full consent would 
new relationships be entered into with the 
Saorstat, Great ‘Britain, or any other com- 
munity, Such an advance would accord with 
the character and traditions of the people of 
Ulster. and it would remove a real obstacle 
to the full development of the British 
Commonwealth of free nations. Above all, 
by releasing Northern Ireland from external 
interference in her domestic affairs, it would 
leave her free—az she is not free to-day—to 
consider and adjust her economic relation- 
ships with the people and the country from 
which she has been temporarily cut off by 
passing political exigegeies. 

There is neither stability nor hope of pro- 
gress in present conditions. None of us sees 
things as we saw them when the Border was 
set up. Changes are inevitable. The real 
danger lies in drifting on while new vested 
interests are created, and while moral 
standards—alread, net too high—are being 
slowly, but surely, debased by habits olf 
smuggling, against the growth of which lega! 
safeguards must remain largely ineffective. 

Prohibition may have virtues which com- 
pensate in some degree for its bootleggers 
and rum-runrers. ere is no such plea for 
the evils and temptations of our Customs 
frontier. Let us, therefore, at any reasonable 
cost, set. to woi to cut out the evil by its 
root.—Yours, ete., ALASDAIR.

THE OMNIBUS STRIKE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TIHF IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Yon kindly published two. letters 
which I wrote you recently regarding the 
lightning strike of a small proportion of the 
employés of tne Irish Omnibus Company” and 
perhaps, I may ume on your co to 
also publish this letter. My excuse for asking 
you to do so is to correct the grossly in- 
accurate statements made in various parts 
of the country on Sunday by representatives 
of the ational Union of Railwaymen. 

What was said at the meeting at Mallin- 
wl eer wages is untrue. It has already 

made clear that the wages of no "bus 
employé was reduced. On the contrary they 
were increased, as a first step in t re- 
organisation, by £3,500 per annum, At the 
meeting at Mullingar also the statenient was 
made that 85 per cent. of the 1.0.C, ‘buses 
belong to the Great Southern Railway. This 
is also incorrect. Not even one “bus. belongs 
to the Railway Company, nor has the Rail- 
way any money whatever in the Irish Omni- 
bus Gompany. 

It is very apparent that all these in- 
accurate statements were made to camouflage 
the real object of the meeting—to intimidate 
the Minister for Industry and Gommerce to 
intervene to try to get the Union out of the 
hope'tess difficulty it has got itself into. In 
times of stress Governments have intervened 
in railway troubles, and 1 am perfectly sure 
—and so is the public in the Free State— 
that Mr. MoGilligan sees well through the 
os tactics of the National Union of 

ihwaymen. “Were the Minister to inter- 
ven>, 1 would respectively suggest that such 
intervention should be in the direction of 
stopping professional English and . Scotch 
railway strike promoters from coming into 
the Free State with the object of paralysing 
business and causing injury to railwaymen. 
Agitators hke these brought about the 
general strike in England in 1926, which was 
a complete failure, which the National 
Union of Railwaymen had to acknowledge in 
writing in the following worfs :— 3 

“The trade unions admit that in calling a 
strike they committed a wrongful act against 
the companies.’ 

“To give no support of any kind to their 
members who take any nnauthorised action.” 

The result of the 1926 strike was that 
thousands of railwaymen lost their employ- 
ment. Matters have since been perfectly 
quiet in England, but. now it is apparent 
that the professional agitators desire to get 
busy again—this time on the “ poor, little 
Irish dtc,” perfectly imdifferent ‘to the 
welfare of the trade of the Free State or the 
railway employés. My. interest is in my old 
friends and colleagnes-—the railwaymen—and 
I again advise them with every pussible sin- 
cerity to think and act for themselves, and 
not to be led astray to their permanent

FRENCH AMBASSADOR'S 
PROTEST. 


LEUTER S CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Monday. 
An official denial is given to the story in 
a Paris newspaper that the French Govern- 
ment some weeks ago protested in Berlin 
against the impending tour of the Rhineland 
by President von Hindenburg. It is stated 
that the French Ambassador merely expressed 
the hope that no incident would arise after 
the evacuation which might disturb Franco- 
German relations, and he particularly men- 
tioned that he in no way was refermng to 
the propected visit of President von 
Hindenburg to the Rhineland. 
The French Ambassador, M. de Margerte, 
visited Dr. Curtius, the Foreign Minister, 
this afternoon, and referred to the subject of 
the. anti-Séparatist disqrders in the Rhineland, 
expressing the, hope that strong measures 
would be ‘taken te prevent a repetition, as 
the French Government regarded them as a 
violation of the Amnesty Agreement, reached 


Dr. Curtius explained the German. stand- 
int on this matter, which was that the 
German Government absolutely disapproved 
any persecution of individuals. in the 
Rhineland, but repudiated responsibility for 
the disorders, which were entfrely ie 
taneous, and aroge quite unexpectedly, so that 
the police, who had only just taken up their 
duties in the lately occupied regions, were 
taken by surprise. Strict instructions 
now been given, which made. a repetition of 
the incidents impossible.

little has been heard of Yugo-Slavia, but 
now the Government announces that the 
dictatorship has come to stay. The 
“Skupshtina, together with all other 
parliamentary institutions, has “been 
abolished “ for ever,” and the people of 
Yugo-Slavia are informed that they must 
submit ‘‘ integrally and permanently ” to 
the new order of things. Thus one of the 
most important States of the new Europe 
seéms to be ‘condemned to a perpetual 
tyranny. It appears that King Alexander 
has become a tool in the hands 
of his Serbian Ministers, whose main 


deprive the discontented Croats of 
any measure of. autonomy. When 
the Triune Kingdom was formed after 
the War all Europe rejoiced at the re- 
union of “the Southern Slavs, who for so 
many years had groaned under the 
Austrian yoke. The Serbs had a wonder- 
ful chance to build up a great nation, 
but, not. for the first time in history, 
personal ambitions. and jealousies were 
allowed to ‘over-ride national interests. 
The Croats, who, very naturally, desised 
to have some say in the management of 
their own affairs, were compelled: to accept 
the overlordship of the Serbs, with the 
result that they revolted. The Slovenes 
| also. protested, and a crisis was pre- 
cipitated. It was resolved by the worst of 
all methods—the . establishment of a 
dictatorship. 

The ‘problem of the Succession States 
of the old Austrian Empire is becoming 
increasingly difficult. Yugo-Slavia is the 
ssi important of them, and since the 
end of the War it has been subject to 
continuous embarrassments. It is most 
unlikely that sturdy folk like the Serbs, 
Croats and Slovenes will tolerate an 
autocracy for very long. They like and 
respect King Alexander, but the official 
clique in Belgrade is most unpopular, 
and, now that the Skupshtina has been 


|.dissolved, ‘trouble may be expected. 


Rumania also is in difficulties. The 
restoration of the dissolute, but popular, 
King Carol has done little to restore 
confidence in Rumania’s ability to 
administer wisely the huge territories 
that were incorporated in the kingdom 
after the War. The only one of 
the Succession States that has made 
a real success of its freedom is 
Czecho-Slovakia. In Masaryk and Benes 
the Czechs’ have two of the most highly 
gifted statesmen. of Europe, and a 
wonderful system of economic organisa- 
tion, coupled with a genius for hard 
work, has given the country a n:-:“““e of 
prosperity’ that is the envy of all its 
neighbours. Poland, like Yugo-Slavia, 
has a dictatorship, although Marshal 
Pilsudski has not yet gone so far is King 


“| Alexander, and Warsaw is preoccupied 


continually with. threats to the mnat;:.-al 
safety from Moscow and Berlin.  Alto- 
gether, the situation in Central and 
South-Eastern Europe is far from sctis- 
factory, and the situation is complicated 
by the fact that Signor Mussolini is fishing 
in troubled waters. He is seeking a system 
of alliances that will counteract the 
influence of France and the Little 
Entente, and to that end is supporting 
the Magyars in their efforts to obtain a 
revision of the Trianon Treaty.. Europe 
gradually is returning to her old ways, and 
we fear that those parts which ought to 
desire peace most fervently have little 
confidence in the work of idealists. For 
them in future, as in the past, the race 
will be to the swift and the battle to the

The Divergence of Canada. 


Twenty-five years ago, writes Mr. H. H. 


founded -his scholarships at Oxford in 
order that the Dominions 
leavened by the leaven of British culture. 
To-day virtually all the Dominions have 
developed what may be called a culture of 
their own, Canada, notably, 
not only a distinct sense of nationality, 
but a culture which inclines, on the one 
hand, to that of Britain, and, on the 


observer: living some “years ago might 
have supposed that the Dominion would 
fall between the two stools and would 
acquire the vices of both countries and 
the virtues of neither. Blood, however, 
has éxercised its effect. The high stock 
and intellectual qualities of the early 
settlers seem to have endowed Canada 
with a cultural spirit proof against 
invasion and admixture; ahd at present 
she is dependent to a negligible extent on 
other countries for her supply of the 
professional and entrepreneur classes. 
Presumably it is to maintain ‘this unity 
of development” that the Domirion 
authorities have formed ‘their new scheme 


These scholarships are designed 
to attract British public school boys of 
the best type to complete their education 
at a Canadian university, that they may 
enter the Dominion’s life with a full 
appreciation of its needs and a thorough 
knowledge of the elements that make up 
its cultural development. The idea is 
good; for it is not impossible that sooner 
or later, when Canada has carved her 
own path, and imevitably has diverged 
| to some degree from the standards of the 
Old World, a clash of ideas might 
influence either Britain or the Dominion 
to a lack of understanding. Canada 
realises that the British tincture has a 
value for her, and she is resolved to use

Sicily and Chicago. 


Presumably as a climax of Signor 
Mussolini’s prolonged ‘‘clean-up’’ of the 
Sicilian Mafia, the trial of 214.persons 
alleged to be mafiosi is taking place. The 
collected evidence against them, says the 
Rome Correspondent of The Times, fills 
sixty-nine volames; and forty-three 
murders, twenty-four attempted murders 
and many other offences against per- 
sons and property are included in 
the list of crimes cited. Until 
recently there was some doubt whether 
“Mafa' was anything more than 
& generic term to comprehend the 
many Sicilians who prefer blood-feud to 
the law courts, but it seems now that the 
existence of a formidable organisation 
must be admitted. For twenty years the 
police have been handicapped by the strict 
internal discipline of the mafiost and the 
refusal: of terrorised islanders to give 
information. Fascismo, however, which 
has prevailed against Communism, does 
not readily bow to a secret society, and 
the conviction of these. criminals surely 
will put an end to the island's disorder. 
The suppression of the Mafia will benefit 
not only Sicily and Italy, but the United 
States. . Many Italian names among the 
“ gangsters ' of Chicago and New York 
bear witness to the. transference of Medi- 
terraneah passions across the Atlantic. 
Large-scale assassination and gang war- 
fare are not characteristic of the so-called 
Nordic races, and it is a safe inference 
that much of the turmoil in American 
cities springs from, and is maintained by, 
the Latin admixture. Without doubt the 
United States authorities were influenced 
by this consideration when they decided to 
reduce the quota of immigrants from 
Southern Europe. rote

THE DESERT ISLAND. 


APPEAL ON BEHALF OF 
FRIENDLESS STUDENTS. 


——— 


The Prince of Wales made an appeal 
on behalf of the National Union of 
Students at a dinner at the Savoy Hotel 
last night. The Prince said that his 
appeal was concerned -with the young 
people who were sound enough in wind 
“goh á limb and who appealed, not directly 
for their own succour, but for support to 
a piece of educational machinery which 
they had created, in the belief that it 
would prdVide them with experience and 
knowledge necessary to the full assump- 
tion of citizenship. 

“It is an appeal whieh, like all educa- 
tional appeals, will find response only 
in.the hearts of those whose minds are 
capable of the ‘long view,’ and who 
recognise that money and energy may be 
well spent even though the results of the 
spending are not- apparent until the next 


. generation.”’ 


The Prince explained that the union 
had imperial and international ramifica- 
“ Every year large numbers of 
students from all parts of the world come 
to this country to benefit from our culture 
and our social conditions. Nothing is 
more vitally to our interest than that 
these students coming and going in a 
never-ceasing stream should carty away 
with them to their own countries, whether 
those countries are British or foreign, a 
vivid kindly and true impression of 
England and English people, and yet, 
under present, conditions, the lot of the 
visiting student is semetimes anything 
but pleasant. 

THAT BUSHEL OF RESERVE. 

“English people are, as we all know, 
naturally as kindly and hospitable as any 
in the world. But we are, perhaps, apt 
to hide the light of kindness beneath 
an overwhelming bushel of reserve. 

é There is.a certain ritual, little under- 
stood by foreigners, which must be 
observed before one person will admit 
another even within the outer boundaries 
of companionship. You remember Gilbert’s 
about two Englishmen stranded 
together upon a desert island who lived 
for months without speaking to one 
another because they had never been intro- 
duced. Eventually they formed a friend- 
ship on the basis of a mutual acquaint- 
ance with one Robinson, only to part 
again irrevocably wpon the horrible dis- 
covery that their Robinsons were not one 
and the same Robinson. 

This is a recognisable parody of the 
attitude of one Englishman to another, 
and we may, therefore, form some idea of 
the difficulties besetting a person from a 
foreign country, or even from one. of our 
own Dominions, who seeks without forma! 
introduction to reach terms of friendship 
with his fellow-students or. with other 
people here. 3 

‘The National Union of Students pro- 
vides an introductory channel. which any 
student from abroad may easily navigate. 
Its office is a centre attracting students 
from all over the world, and it is its hoast 
that no student. be he British or foreign, 
need feel friendless in London so long as 
that office exists.’ 

The Prince said he would like to see 
the Union paying some attention to the 
export of men trained in our universities 
to fill posts of administration in the 
Dominions and in other parts of the 
Empire. 

“ What a splendid thing it would be if 
we could have in London a great house of 
residence for visiting students under the 
auspices of the representative society of 
our own students. Perhaps, the British 
prototype of Mr. Rockefeller’ is among us 
to-night. If he is not, EP hope it will not 
be long before the National Union finds 
im.”’

Formalities connected with the appoint- 
ment of a French Minister to the trish 
Free State are making good progress, and 
before the Chamber rises for the summer 
recess 1¢ is expected to ratify the measure 
authorising the appointment, which was 
laid before it as long ago as December 
Z2ist. The name of M. Alphard is men- 
tioned as the first French Minister in 
Dublin. . The bill, which refers to the 
traditional friendship between Ireland and 
France, provides for a diplomatic staff 
in Dublin of five officials. “These com- 
prise a Minister, with a salary and allow- 
ances amounting to 168,000 francs, or 
£1,370 ; a Secretary of Embassy at £1,000, 
a Deputy Consul-General at £1,072, a 
Chancery Secretary at £616, and a Chan- 
cery Attaché at £436. The new Minister 
will act also as French’ Consul-General 
in the Free State. The eventual increase 
t; £2,000 a year of the Minister’s allow- 
ance for entertainment expenses is fore- 
shadowed, and the amoui.t provisionally 
fixed is £800 a year. The bill proposes 
the purchase for £7,000 of the leasehold 
of a property in the Pembroke district 
on Ailesbury road, involving “a rénta! 
of £319 a year, less a return of from £159 
to £200 a year to be derived from the 
letting of the fields attached to the estate. 
7 rovision also will be made for installa- 
tion of extra bathrooms, central heatine 
and other improvements, estimated at 


£1,500.

The Lambeth Conference. 


Nearly three hundred and fifty bishops, 
in communion with the See of Canterbury. 
assembled at Lambeth Palace this mornin: 
for the opening session of the Lambeth 
Conference, at which many , problems 
affecting the Church of England will be 
discussed. It was the greatest gathering 
of bishops that London has seen, and it 
has been found necessary to remove the 
books from the famous library in order 
that : accommodation. may ‘be specialty 
made. A chair has been provided for every 
bishop, having on its back the name of 
the occupant, who will have the oppor- 
tunity to purchase it for a nominal sum. 
When the first Conference was held in 1867 
only seventy-six bishops were present, 
while in 1920 there were two hundred ‘and 
fifty-two, one hundred fe" than the 
number present to-day. Lambeth Palace, 
with its beautiful and secluded gardens, 
provides ideal surroundings for discussion 
of some of the many grave problems before 
the Church. 


Luxurious Travel. 

“ Sun-ray treatment,” while travelling 
at sixty miles an hour, was provided on the 
famous “ Flying Scotsman’’ expresses 
to-day, when they left King’s Cross and 
Waverley Station, Edinburgh, on the first 
non-stop runs of the season. Windows of 
special glass were fitted in the new first 
class carriages to admit the sunlight rays 
excluded by ordinary glass, and passengers 
were able to recl.ne in separate arm chairs 
and bask in the sunlight without the fear 
of catching cold from draughts. The 
carriages themselves were decorated in an 
entirely new style—with electric blue up- 
holstery in the smoking compartments, 
and rose upholstery in the non-smoking, 
while there were fawn pile rugs on the 
floor. The corridors were carpeted in fawn, 
with an under layer of sponge rubber. In- 
stead of old-fashioned blinds there were 
delicately-tinted curtains, © harmonising 
with the colour scheme. Another feature 
was the installation of a system of 
pressure ventilation and heating. A flow 
of warm or cold filtered air could be 
passed through the compartment at the 
will of the passengers.

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From .Revter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
WELLINGTON, Tuesday: - 
The death is announced after a long’ 
illness of Sir Joseph ‘Ward, the late 
Prime Minister of New Zealand. = = . 
Sir Joseph Ward, who was born in 
1856, was the. son of Irish emigrants who | 
settled first in South Melbourne, where 
. he was born; and 
who moved to New 
Zealand three - years 
later. He began life 
as a message boy, 
but later took to 
business in which he 
made rapid progress. 
Before he. “was 
twenty-one he had 
‘been elected to his 
local municipal coun- 
cil, and at twenty- 
five he became mayor 
‘and was re-elected 
| five times. 
| Be: He was thirty 
when he entered the New Zealand Parlia- 
ment, and three years later he became 
Postmaster-General. He joined forces 
with “ Dick ” Seddon, during whose long 
Premiership he was a power behind the 
throne, and shared with him the honour 
of Knighthood when King George visited 
New Zealar.d. He first became Prime 
Minister in 1906 and held that office till 
1912. He had previous experience as 
Minister of Railways, Telegraphs, In- 
dustry and Commerce, and Colonial 
Secretary. 
During the war he was a member of the 
Imperial “Var Cabinet. —. 
He again became Premier in 1928 and 
resigned about two months ago. 
He is succeeded in the baronetcy by his 
son, Cyril Rupert Joseph George, who 
was born ir 1884. i

Sir Joseph only resigned from the allice o 
Prime Minister of New Zealand on May 15. 
At the Cabinet meeting at which he an- 
nounced his retirement, in accordance with 
urgent medical advice, Sir Joseph, who was 
74 years of age, stated:—‘‘I entered. Parlia- 
ment as a young man, and almost con- 
tinuously through the* intervening years 
have devoted a a abilities I possess to the 
service of my country as member, Minister 
and Prime Minister. The inspiring motive 
has been my earnest desire to advance the 
progress and prosperity of this fair land.”’ 

Thus, in his words, the statesman, whose 
obviously failing health had been a source of 
anxiety to his fellow-Ministers since the 
coming of the United Party to power in 
December, 1928, summed up a lifetime of 
achievement.

QUESTION OF LEGISLATION. 

Rea?-Admiral Beamish (Conservative, 
Lewes) asked what legislation would be 
needed in consequence of the Naval 
Treaty.

WASHINGTON, Monday. 

Fifty-eight members—nine more than a 
quorum—were present at a special meet- 
ing of the Senate held to-day to discuss 
the London Naval Pact. 

President Hoover, in a special message, 
urged the ratification of the Treaty. 
“'Phis.”’ he said, “is especially necessary 
because of the misinformation and 
misinterpretation which have been wide- 
spread by those who in reality are opposed 
to limitation or reduction of naval arms. 
If we fail now, the world will again be 
plunged backward from its present pro- 
gress towards peace. We naturally expect 
opposition from groups who believe in un- 
restricted military strength as an objective 
of the American nation. Indeed, we find 
the same minds in Great Britain and 
Japan, in parallel opposition. Neverthe- 
less. I am convinced that an overwhelming 
majority of the American people are 
opposed to the conception of these groups. 

‘“he only alternative to the Treaty 
is competitive building of navies. with all 
its flow of suspicion, hate and ill-will, 
leading ultimately to disaster. 


THE FOLLY OF IT. 

“Tt is folly to think that because we 
are the richest nation in the world we 
can out-build all other countries, Other 
nations will make any sacrifice to main- 
tain their instruments of defence against 
us, and we should eventually reap, in 
their hostility and ill-will, full measure 
for the additional burden we may impose 
upon them. We have only to look at the 
state of Europe in 1914, to find ample 
eviderice of the futility and danger of 
competition in arms. 

““ Nó Gritic has yet asserted that with 
the Navy provided in the agreement, 
tocether with our Army and aerial de- 
fence, and the nation’s resources, we can- 
not defend ourselves. Certainly we want 
no military establishment for the purpose 
of domination. of other nations. The 
Treaty marks an important step towards 
disarmament and world peace. It is mm- 
portant, for many reasons, that it should 
be dealt with at once. 

‘* Every solitary fact affecting judgment 
upon the Treaty is known, and the docu- 
ment itself comprises, the sole obligation. 
of the United States.”’

THE GOVERNMENT’S VIEW. 


‘The Free State Government, it is under- 
stood, is not disposed to agree to the demand 
of the Limerick Corporation that a Com- 
missioner should be appointed to run the 
City’s affairs, The usual preliminary to the 
appointmnent of a Commissioner is a sworn 
inquiry into the business of a local authority.

Court 
yesterday, Patrick Brady, William Bennett, 
and William Farris, all of Arva, Co. Cavan, 
pleaded guilty to charges of conspiring to 
rob Christopher Derham, a clerk in the 
Hibernian Bank, at Arva, on the 19th March 
last, and taking £100 10s. 2d. from him in a 
hold-up outside Carrigallen, Co. Leitrim, 
when he was returning to Arva from the sub- 
office. 

Brady was separately charged with being 
in possession of a revolver and ammunition, 
or, alternately, with being in possession of 
such to help Bennett and Farris to carry 
is the raid and cause seridus in “-y to 
ife. 

Mr. D. Pringle (instructed by Mr. Fegan) 
made an appeal íor Brady, who, he said, 
joined the Republican Army in 1922 and 
took a prominent part in the movement. "He 
served in the National Army from 1923 to 
1925, and was head butcher at Collins 
Barracks. He submitted that Brady was a 
victim of the revolutionary period, and he 
gave way to his brute nature. Brady’s time 
in the bad period, and while in the Army, 
led him not to look on the carrying of arms 
as serionsiv as he should. 

r. MM. .oney, solicitor, appealed for 
Farris, whose father, he said, was killed in 
the Great War. Farris suffered from 
pe or nervousness, and Dr. McMullen,

Mr. Gearoid O'Sullivan (instructed by Mr.

He 
asked his lordship to differentiate between 
the accused, and principally Brady, who had 
the firearms, as to whether he induced the 
others or not. He asked him to deal 
leniently with Farris, who had helped to 
recover the money. The Officers and Guards 
were deserving of credit, as they had the 
right men in the barracks within a short 
space of the crime. 

JUDGE'S COMMENTS. 

Judge Sheehy said the greatest credit was 
due to Superintendent Loughrane, Mobhill; 
Superintendent P. Colleran, Cavan; and 
Inspector Sullivan, Sligo, and the Guards in 
the case for the arrest of these men in a 
couple of minutes afterwards. 

Addressing the accused, he said the offence 
was one that could not be passed over lightly. 
Fobbery was bad in itself, but robbery with 
lethal weapons could not be tolerated tor 
one moment, Brady and Bennett would each 
be sentenced to five years’ penal servitude, 
Farris he ordered to be detained in a 
Borstal Institution for two years. The 
sentence in all cases would date from the 
date of arrest, 19th March last. 

The Judge directed that the money found 
should be handed over to the bank, and that 
the revolver belonging to Brady should be 
confiscated.
